Mystery— No Means of Iden- 


tification. 


Wheaton, II!., Nov. .15.— The body ot a 


man cut in twain was the ghastly lind 
which James S. Robertson came upon in 
the yards of the Chicago & Northwestern 
railroad 
at West 
Chicago 
yesterday. 


Three deep wounds were found in his 
neck, and n»nr by hiy n knife covered 
with blood. The head and shoulders wore 
inside the track and the abdomen and 
legs outside. Nothing has been found by 
which the victim could be identified, and 
the officers believe they have a murder 
mystery to solve. 


Though possessing good dollies nnd n 


relincd appearance, nothing of value was 
found about the man. His money and 
watch had been taken, as his clothes 
gave evidence. 


The only clews which mny lead lo the 


solving of the mystery come from the 
knife, which has the name of a Plain- 
iield firm stamped on the blade, and on :i 
page of a memorandum book found in 
the man's coat was the name of Barber. 
This was nearly erased and indistinct. 


At 4:30 yesterday morning Itobertson, 


who is the yarrlmasler, was approached 
by a stranger, who said: 'You will find 
the body of a man on the Elgin branch 
jubt enst o£ the Elgin, Joliet & Eastern 
track. 


Itobertson Immediately started out to 


lind it. The stranger followed in an ex- 
cited manner and then turned and dis- 
appeared In the darkness.

Central National of Boston is Placed 


in Hands of Temporary 


Receiver. 


Hoslnn, Mass, Nov. 1-1.—The Central 


National Hank of this city did not open 
for business today, the comptroller of the 
currency having ordered the bank ex- 
aminer to close its doors nnd take charge 
of its business. 


Tlie closing of the bank is said to be 


due to excess loans and a lack of quick 
a'ssets. An appeal for aid was made to 
llie Boston Clearing House Association, 
but the committee did not deem it advis- 
able to assist the bank. 


A statement concerning the closing of 


the Central National bank of Boston was 
issued at the comptroller of the currency's 
ollice today. 
It says that the bank was 


examined .September 11 last nnd while 
i ho examiner's report showed losses equal 
to tho surplus and undivided profits then 
en hand there was no evidence of insolv- 
ency. 
Certain conditions were then im- 


posed upon the bank with a view to pro- 
viding for losses and securing the bank 
against further loss on its loans. Later 
it was determined 'o place the associa- 
tion in voluntary liquidation by having 
another bank in Boston take over its 
assets and assume its deposit liabilities, 
and it was thought that arrangements to 
I his end were being successfully carried 
out until the acting comptroller received 
a dispatch from Examiner Neal yesterday 
that efforts to liquidate had failed. The 
failure, the statement says, is due to the 
losses sustained. 


TWO-CENT RATE TO EUROPE. 


Postmaster General Payne to Ask Reduc- 


tion of Postal Charges. 


Washington, 1). C.. Nov. 15.—Postmas- 


ter Oenernl Payne will urge on Congress 
the application of the 2-cent poslnge ruin 
system to England,: France and Germany 
as now it is extended to Canada anil 
Mexico. It is believed these nations will 
readily give their acquiescence (o the 
arrangement.

The present rate 
is u cents per half ounce on letters to 
foreign 
countries,

Cornelius Wheeler of the home and ia 
reply to the statement made, Gov. 
Wheeler said that Horton was a man 
more than SO years of age and was 
suffering from trouble of a mental na- 
ture, not being capable of judging 
what was being done for him. 
"Dur- 


ing his stay here he was, of course, 
treated just as well as any other mem- 
ber of the home,'' said Gov. Wheeler- 
"He was in no way abused, as that 
sort of treatment is not permitted here 
to any inmate. 
But in his mental 


condition he became possessed of the 
idea that everything was wrong, that 
he was greatly abused, aud that he 
was a prisoner, a.11 of which is a great 
mistake.'"

"'This law should make registration 


of every citizen of the state of legal 
age and residence compulsor}-. 
If he 


fails to vote at a caucus or primary 
election fine him SI. 
If he fails to 


vote on election day, without good 
cause shown for such neglect, fine 
him 52. 
Charge these fines up with 


his taxes if he be a property holder, 
and if he be not a property holder, let 
him either pay up his fine, or in de- 
fault strike his name from the poll 
list until he reinstates himself as a 
voter bv payment of such fine. 


In every county in Wisconsin there 


are hundrecs of persons who neglect 
their duties as American citizens and 
remain at home on election day. They 
think more of making 15 or 20 cents 
than they do of exercising their right 
of suffrage. 
Many of them left Eu- 


ropean homes to better their condi- 
tion and to get away from working 
over half of their tisae for the purpose 
of suooorting large armies and the 
nobility. When given an opportunity 
in this country to have a voice in pub- 
lic matters they ignore the chance. 
Xo better way, it seems, could be 
adopted to educate this class of citi- 
zens than to fine them for neglect of 
of duty. 
Under the present system a 


voter who takes an interest in public 
matters and votes is taxed for high- 
way purposes. 
Reverse it. and make 


the man who fails to vote pay the tax.
